The murder of the Indian,Sloan 
Johnson, looks like a premedita­ 
ted, cold blooded affair. Marshal 
Ed Brents told the News* report­ 
er that Sam Melville called him 
over the phone Wednesday morn­ 
ing and asked him to come to his 
office, he had some business for 
him. Brents did so and Melville 
said he had killed Johnson and 
wanted to be put in jail as he was 
afraid he would be killed. This 
was done. He told Brents that 
he shot Johnson about 2 o’clock 
in the morning and supposed he 
killed him as he heard him fall off 
his horse. After hearing the man 
fall he rode to Tim Blankenship’s 
house and called him and said: 
‘I believe I have killed Sloan 
Johnson. You take my horse 
and go and find out.” Blanken­ 
ship disappeared and soon return 
©J saying he found him and he 
was dead. Melville said: “Well 
JI guess I’ll go home. You notify 
Newton Johnson’s folks,” and he 
rode away. 
When he gave him­ 
self up he told Brents he would 
find Sloan at the home of his uncle 
Newton Johnson, where he lived. 
When Brents drove out there 
they knew nothing of the murder 
or of any trouble between the two 
men. It was late in the afternoon 
before the body was found. The 
killing had taken place in Reuben 
McGee s old pasture in a very 
out of the way place and away 
off from the road. The body had 
been moved about eight feet from 
where he had fallen and evident­ 
ly died, as a big patch of bloody 
ground showed that he had lain 
there a long time.

They wanted him to 
come to town with them after 
bitter*. He refused and returned 
to the house. Both men were 
q barreling when they rode away. 
Five minutes later he heard a shot [ 
and a few minute* later Melville 
rode back and as above stated 
said he had killed Johnson.

ished by electric force, being finally 
oxygen-bathed as a superfluous act of 
sanitary cleanliness before being sent 
to table again. And all that has come 
off the plates will drop through the 
scullery floor into the destructor be­ 
neath to be oxygenated and made away 
with.” 
There will be many other improve­ 
ments. 
Trains 
will gather speed 
more rapidly; moving platforms will 
do away with the need of stopping 
trains at every station. 
People will 
have more accidents to avoid, an they 
will be cleverer In avoiding them. On 
small flying machines they will visit 
mountain tops on Saturday afternoons 
"for (nonalcoholic) picnics.” Actors 
will only play once in one part; for 
their performances will be reproduced 
by a perfected kinetoscope and phono­ 
graph. 


LOW WAGES IN SAXONY. 


The Cost of Food Is Generally Higher 
* 
Than It Is in This 
Country. 


Coincident with the discussion of 
the wage question in the United States, 
Consul Pike, of Zittau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions in his dis­ 
trict would make those of the United 
States seem rather well off by com­ 
parison. The worst conditions are to 
be found in the Trzebirge district, in 
the lace, trimming, flower and top in­ 
dustries. 
Although it is possible in 
some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate is 
2% cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. The workshop is usually in the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen of the family. The 
working hours in many cases amount 
to 90 hours a week, and every member 
of the family, from the children to the 
-old people, take part in the work. At 
jtne same time toe cost of food is 
higher, as a whole, than in the United 
States. The following are some of the 
retail prices; 
Beefsteak, 26 cents 
a 
pound; pork, 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham, 
29; veal, 19; mutton, IS, and butter, 
30 cents a pound; chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof­ 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9.04 a 
barrel; apples, $1, and potatoes, 24 
cents a bushel. 


Amazing Marine Procession. 
The fleets of the world which roam 
the seven seas occasionally bunch up 
in some prominent port or passageway 
like the Suez canal and make an im­ 
posing showing. But in point of mag­ 
nitude almost any of these marine pro­ 
cessions fall short of that unending 
commercial parade which is forever 
steaming down the great lakes and 
through the canals. The immensity of 
this traffic is reflected in the official 
figures for April, 1906, for the "Soo” 
canal alone. During the 30 days of last 
month 1,079 vessels of 2,006,640 tons 
net register 
and 
carrying 
2,513,267 
tons ofr freight passed through this 
great highway. Nearly one-half of this 
traffic was iron ore, with coal to the 
extent of about 650,000 tons second In 
prominence and grain and flour next 
on the list.—Portland Oregonian.

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THE PILLAGER INDIANS. 


Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 
Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 
Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 
body of water called Brunside lake, 
north of Lake Superior, near the Ca­ 
nadian boundary, contains, 
among 
over IOO other beautiful islands, a cer­ 
tain sunny islet that is of great inter­ 
est to the archaeologist, 
These islands and 
waters, 
writes 
Frank Abial Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa­ 
gans. 
* * * One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) is, as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
4b years each, as he himself has been 
chief for more than half a century. 
Think of a dynasty extending over 
a period of perhaps 20 centuries! 
The 
more modern graves 
are 
carefully 
rooted with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable. The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter­ 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves is carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps 
be­ 
neath, and above him are placed re­ 
ceptacles for the mah-no-min 
(wild 
rice), fish, 
berries and other 
food 
which are brought annually by the re­ 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de­ 
parted. 


PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth 
of Industry Makes That 
Country Rival of Franco 
and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han­ 
over that the German perfume indus­ 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful iu the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. 
He 
de­ 
scribes it in the iollowing letter: 
Some of the biggest factories are in 
Leipsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
in the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in 
the German 
factories, 
which use as well such products of for­ 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam­ 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am­ 
bergris. 
The production of the essential oil 
is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant. With 
fresh flowers 
the 
distillation 
takes 
place as near the place of picking as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
the better. 
The stills contain about 
3,300 pounds of flowers and the neces­ 
sary amount of water. Great care is 
taken as to the amount of heat sup­ 
plied and to its regularity, the process 
being thoroughly controlled, an excel­ 
lent product resulting.

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DISEASE DEFINED BY ODOR 


Sense of Smell Relied Upon by Ex­ 
perts to Determine Nature 
of Ailments. 


The acuteness of the sense of 
is far greater in many of the lower an­ 
imals, dogs, for example, than in man, 
and they employ it in guiding them 
to their food, in warning them of ap­ 
proaching danger and for other pur­ 
poses, says the Spatula. 
The sphere 
of the susceptibility to various odors 
is more uniform and extended in man, 
and the sense of smell is capable of 
great cultivation. Like the other spe­ 
cial senses, it may be cultivated by 
attention and practice. 
Experts can 
discriminate qualities of wines, liquors, 
drugs, etc. 
Diseases have their char­ 
acteristic odors. 
Persons who have visited many dif­ 
ferent asylums for the insane recog­ 
nize the same familiar odor of the in­ 
sane. 
It is not Insane asylums alone, 
but prisons, jails, workhouses, armies 
in camp, churches, schools and nearly 
every household, that have character­ 
i e s odors. It is when the insane, the 
prisoners and the soldier are aggre­ 
gated in large groups or battalions 
that their characteristic odor is recog­ 
nized. 
Most diseases have their char­ 
acteristic odors and by the exercise of 
the sense of smell they could be utilized 
in different diagnosis. 
For example, fever has a mousy odor, 
rbeumatsm has a copious sour-smell­ 
ing acid sweat. 
A person 
afflicted 
with pyaemia has a sweet nauseating 
breath. 
The rank, unbearable 
odor 
of pus from the middle ear tells the 
tale of the decay of osseous tissue. In 
scurvy the odor is putrid, in chronic 
peritonitis musky, 
in 
scrofula like 
stale beer, in intermittent fever like 
fresh baked brown bread, in fever am­ 
moniacal, in hysteria like violets or 
pineapple. Measles, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, epilepsy, phthisis, 
etc., 
have 
characteristic odors. 


ABLE TO FOOL THE SENSES 


Psychological Investigators Get Some 
Curious Results in Yale 
Experiments. 


Curiously interesting 
results 
have 
been obtained by experiments on hallu­ 
cinations of the senses at the Yale 
psycholoigcal 
laboratory. 
A 
person 
placed in a quiet room was ask^d to 
note the intensity of a tone which 
would be sounded every time a tele­ 
graph receiver clicked. At first the 
tone was actually produced, but after­ 
ward, unknown to the person experi­ 
mented on, the tone was omitted, while 
the clicking was regularly continued. 
Still the subject of the experiment be­ 
lieved that he heard the tone as before 
with every click of the instrument. 
Another experiment consisted 
in 
dropping a light pith ball on the hand 
of a person so placed that he could not 
see what was done. 
Each fall of the 
ball was timed to correspond with the 
sound regularly emitted by a m3tro- 
nome. After a while the ball was no 
longer dropped, but the subject of the 
experiment continued to feel, or ima­ 
gine that he felt, the touch of the ball 
at every sound from the metronome. 
In a third experiment a blue bead 
was placed in the center of a white 
ring and a person was requested to ap­ 
proach the ring and note, by means of 
a tape measure at his side, the distance 
at which the bead first became visible 
to him. 
Later the bead was secretly 
removed, but still on arriving at the 
previously 
determined 
distance the 
person believed that he saw the bead.

MIGRATION OF WILD GEESE 


How the Old Leader of a Flock 
Gathers It and Starts on 
Its Journey. 


At the end of March or during the 
first week in April all the gray geese 
in the Outer Hebrides collect in one 
place before taking their departure for 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 
To estimate their numbers is impos­ 
sible, and to behold this vast con­ 
course of geese as one of the sights of 
a lifetime. 
The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha­ 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overuead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol­ 
low him. 
Some fifty birds rise In the air and 
follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgelike formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min­ 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
into the air again, and the same pro­ 
cess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 
Again and again he returns until all 
are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him in the air as he flies 
back to them. 
Then, with their sov­ 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward the pole not to re­ 
turn until the following October. 


MEASURING 
DEPTH OF AIR 


Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De­ 
termined by Interesting Scien­ 
tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles Is the 
height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. Ste, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope 
by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear­ 
ance of blue from the sky. 
The mo­ 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 
with approximate certainty 
by 
the 
naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below the horizon of the 
sifn at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated 
particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec­ 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun’s light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult pf exact observation, but th# 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based In the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. 
The former 
gives the height of the atmosphere at 
109 miles.

The man who will accord due regard to 
hl3 health, from a strictly business 
standpoint, will go farther, last long­ 
er and accomplish more in the end 
than one who makes health an after­ 
consideration.

They say they have seen the ether­ 
eal body, one of man’s subtler bodies 
interpenetrating the dense 
physical 
body. 
The 
orientals 
have 
long 
claimed to have seen it with a higher 
vision and the occidentals are now 
seeing It by the aid of instruments. 
In being able to see the skeleton of a 
live person by Rontgen rays we have 
gone far to surmounting difficulties in 
making out the shadow of the eth­ 
ereal body. 
A hazy, semi-transparent 
mass surrounds the bones in a skia­ 
graph which seems to invite definition 
by simple methods of research requir­ 
ing little more than a better under­ 
standing of the offices of the different 
rays of light to give us a glimpse of 
the man that survives the mortal case­ 
ment. 
The ethereal body, erroneous­ 
ly termed the soul, seems to be a com­ 
pound of those electric corpuscles of 
which matter is supposed to consist. 
with the unknown principle of animal 
life, and it is obviously a connecting 
link between mind and matter. A dis­ 
covery of this sort is calculated to rev­ 
olutionize the mental sciences and cor­ 
rect many erroneous ideas. 
It partic­ 
ularly is important to ascertain how 
the ethereal body 
acts during life. 
Many doubt the existence of any in­ 
ner form of this kind. 
But it is an 
established belief in the east, especial­ 
ly in India, handed down from ancient 
days. 
It is difficult to see how’ their 
knowledge could have been so com­ 
plete, even including the fact that the 
ethereal body never grew old after 
attaining maturity, unless they had 
been able to catch sight of the inner 
form.

But it is the baker who caters 
to the common people who knows how 
to get up a window that makes your 
mouth water. 
The pies he makes are 
as big as c/irt wheels, his cakes are 
seven layers thick, his slabs of apple 
roll are coated with every known

stuffed with real jelly.”

Valuable Lives Snuffed Out in Youth 
and Middle Age by Dis­ 
ease of Age. 


Precocious senility, when marked and 
rapid, is so rare as to be mere acad­ 
emic interest, a pathelogic curiosity, 
such as the recorded 
instance 
of 
children of six years dying with arter­ 
iosclerosis and other signs of extreme 
age, says American Medicine. Even the 
very uncommon, but a much larger 
number of milder cases have so long 
been noted as to have given rise to the 
axiom that a man is as old as his ar­ 
teries. 
These cases 
deserve 
more 
thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures as to prevent 
decay, and save to society so many 
valuable lives w’hich are now snuffed 
out in the middle age by diseases of 
the senile. There has been much wild 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, 
to 
some more or less sensational investi­ 
gations of Metchnikoff on the causes 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond tho 
century mark. Yet it is a serious prob­ 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all its life changes in 50 
years, while another under apparently 
identical conditions 
lasts 
30 years 
longer.

importance.

rum. 
It is known 
that poisonous

stances are elaborated by the pne*- 
mococcus, but so far the production 
of an antitoxin corresponding to that 
used in diphtheria has not been ob­ 
tained. 
Pneumonia, however, is the 
bacteremic disease and as yet in none 
of this type have satisfactory results 
been secured in relation to antisera. 
The hope of success nevertheless is 
gradually growing brighter.

LOW WAGES IN SAXONY. 


The Cost of Food la Generally Higher 


Than It Is in This 


Country. 


Coincident with the discussion of 


the wage question In the United States, 
Consul Pike, of Zittau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions In his dis- 
trict would make those of the United 
States seem rather well off by com- 
paiison. The worst conditions are to 
be found In the Trzebirge district. In 
the lace, trimming, flower and top In- 
dustries. 
Although It Is possible in 


some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate Is 
2% cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. The workshop is usually In the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen ot the family. 
The 


working hours In many cases amount 
to 90 hours a week, and every member 
of the family, fiorn the children to the 
iold people, take part In the work. At 
|tne same time the cost of food is 
•higher, as a whole, than in the United 
(States, The following are some of the 
{retail prices: 
Beefsteak, 26 cents 
a 


pound; pork, 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham, 
29; veal, 19; mutton, 18, and butter, 
30 cents a pound, chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof- 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9 04 a 
barrel; apples, $1, and potatoes, 24 
cents a bushel. 


Amazing1 Marine Procession. 


The fleets of the world which roam 


the seven seas occasionally bunch up 
in some prominent port or passageway 
like the Suez canal and make an Im- 
posing showing. But in point of mag- 
nitude almost any of these marine pro- 
cessions fall short of that unending 
commercial parade which is forever 
steaming down the great lakes and 
through the canals.

THE PILLAGER INDIANS. 


Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 


Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very colt 


body of water'called Brunslde lake 
north of Lake Superlo-, near the Ca 
nadian boundary, contains, 
among 


over 100 other beautiful Islands, a cer 
tain sunny islet that is of great inter 
est to the archaeologist, 


These islands and waters, writes 


Frank Abial Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa 
gans. * * • One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) is, as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself has been 
chief for more than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth. Is 
almost imperishable The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter- 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves Is carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps be- 
neath, and above him are placed re- 
ceptacles for the mah-no-mln 
(wild 


rice), fish, berries and other 
food 


which are brought annually by the re- 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de- 
parted. 


PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 
Growth of Industry Makes That 


Country Rival of Franco 


and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume indus- 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful In the w.orld, rivaling 
that of France or England. He de- 
scribes it in the toll owing letter:

U>lpsic, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
:racle. There has been a vast increase 
n the last few years in the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German factories, 
which use as well such pioducts of for- 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
)hor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
>ergi is. 


The production of the essential oil 


s expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant. With 
resh flowers the distillation takes 
place as near the place of plcklBR as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
he better. 
The stills contain about 


3,300 pound* of flowers and the neces- 
sary amount of water 
Great care Is 


aken as to the amount of heat sup- 
uled and to Its regularity, the process 
>elng thoroughly controlled, an excel- 
ent product resulting.

DISEASE DEFINED BY ODOR 
Sense of Smell Belied T/pon by Ex 


pert* to Determine Nature 


of Ailments. 


The acuteness of the sense ot smel 
is far greater in many of the lower an 
imals, dogs, for example, than in man 
and they employ it in guiding them 
to their food, in warning them of ap 
proaching danger and for other pur 
poses, says the Spatula. The spher 
of the susceptibility to various odor 
is more uniform and extended In man 
and the sense of smell Is capable o 
great cultivation. Like the other spe 
cial senses, It may be cultivated by 
attention and practice. 
Experts can 


discriminate qualities of wines, liquors 
drugs, etc. Diseases have their char 
acteristic odors. 


Persons who have visited many dif 


ferent asylums for the Insane recog 
nlze the same familiar odor of the in 
sane. It is not insane asylums alone 
but prisons, jails, workhouses, armie, 
In camp, churches, schools and nearly 
every household, that have character 
Icttc odors. It is when the insane, th 
prisoners and the soldier are aggre 
gated in large groups or battalions 
that their characteristic odor is recog 
nized. Most diseases have their char 
acteristic odors and by the exercise o 
the sense of smell they could be utilize! 
in different diagnosis. 


For example, fever has a mousy odor 


rbeumatsm has a copious sour-smell 
ing acid sweat. 
A person 
afflicted 


with pyaemia has a sweet nauseating 
breath. The rank, unbearable odor 
of pus from the middle ear tells the 
tale of the decay of osseous tissue. In 
scurvy the odor is putrid, in chronic 
peritonitis musky, in scrofula like 
stale beer, in intermittent fever like 
f-esh baked brown bread, In fever am 
moniacal, in hysteria like violets or 
pineapple. Measles, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, epilepsy, phthisis, 
etc., 
have 


characteristic odors. 


ABLE TO FOOL THE SENSES 
Psychological Investigators Get Some 


Curious Results in Yale 


Experiments. 


Curiously Interesting results have 


been obtained by experiments on hallu- 
cinations of the senses at the Yale 
psycholoigcal laboratory. A person 
placed In a quiet room was asked to 
note the intensity of a tone which 
would be sounded every time a tele- 
graph receiver clicked. At first the 
tone was actually produced, but after- 
ward, unknown to the person experi- 
mented on, the tone was omitted, while 
the clicking was regularly continued. 
Still the subject of the experiment be- 
lieved that he heard the tone as before 
with every click of the instrument. 


Another experiment consisted 
In 


dropping a light pith ball on the hand 
of a person so placed that he could not 
see what was done. Each fall of tho 
ball was timed to correspond with the 
sound regularly emitted by a nntro- 
nome. After a while the ball was no 
onger dropped, but the subject of the 
experiment continued to feel, or ima- 
gine that he felt, the touch of the ball 
at every sound from the metronome. 


In a third experiment a blue bead 


was placed in the center of a white 
ring and a person was requested to ap- 
jroach the ring and note, by means of 
a tape measure at his side, the distance 
at which the bead first became visible 
;o him 
Later the bead was secretly 


retrieved, but still on arriving at the 
jreviously determined distance 
the 


)erson believed that he saw the bead.

MIGRATION OF WILD CEESE 


How the Old Leader of a Flock 


Gathers It and Starts on 


Its Tourney. 


At the end of March or during the 


first week in April all the gray geese 
In the Outer Hebrides collect in one 
place before taking their departure for 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 


To estimate their numbers Is Impos- 


sible, and to behold this vast con- 
course of geese as one of the sights of 
a lifetime. The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
iundred thousand voices salute him, 
DUt none stirs till from overuead he 
;ives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds rise In the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
nto the air again, and thfe same pro- 
:ess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns until all 


are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet him In the air as he flies 
back to them. Then, with their sov- 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
heir way toward the pole not to re- 
turn until the follpwing October. 


MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 
Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


leight of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. S«3, who determines 
he thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky. The mo- 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 


with approximate certainty 
by the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 


s distance below the horizon of the 


siln at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by the reflec- 
lon of the smallest wave lengths of 
he sun's light. The instant of change 
'rom blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but th* 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 


, result not greatly Differing from the 
anishing blue method. The former 


gives the height of the atmosphere at 
09 miles.

It partlc 
ularly Is important to ascertain how 
the ethereal body acts during life 
Many doubt the existence of any in 
ner form of this kind.

It is difficult to see how their 
knowledge could have been so com 
plete, even Including the fact that the 
ethereal body never grew old after 
attaining maturity, unless they had 
been able to catch sight of the Inner 
form.

Valuable Lives Snuffed Out In Youth 


and Middle Age by Dis- 


ease of Age. 


Precocious senility, when marked and 


rapid, is so rare as to be mere acad- 
emic interest, a patheloglc curiosity, 
such as the recorded 
instance of 


children of six years dying with arter- 
iosclerosis and other signs of extreme 
age, says American Medicine. Even the 
very uncommon, but a much larger 
number of milder cases have so long 
been noted as to have given rise to the 
axiom that a man is as old as bis ar- 
teries. 
These cases 
deserve 
more 


thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures as to prevent 
decay, and save* to society so many 
valuable lives which are now snuffed 
out In the middle age by diseases of 
the senile. There has been much wild 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, to 
some more or less sensational investi- 
gations of Metchnikoff on the causes 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond the 
century mark. Yet it is a serious prob- 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all its life changes In 50 
years, while another under apparently 
identical conditions lasts 
30 years 


longer.

Ed Brents told the News' report- 
er that 8am Melville called him 
over the phone Wednesday morn- 
ing'and asked him to come to his 
office, he had some business for 
him' Brents did so and Melville 
said he had killed Johnson and 
wanted to be put in jail as he was 
afraid he would be killed. This 
was done. He told Brents that 
he shot Johnson about 2 o'clock 
in the morning and supposed he 
killed him as he heard him fall off 
his horse. After hearing the man 
fall he rode to Tim Blankenship's 
house and called him and said: 
"I believe I have killed Sloan 
Johnson. You take my horse 
and go and find out." Blanken- 
ship disappeared and soon return- 
ed saying he found him and be 
was dead. Melville said; "Well 
I guess I'll go home. You notify 
Newton Johnson's folks," and he 
rode away. When he gave him- 
self up he told Brents he would 
find Sloan at the home of his uncle 
Newton Johnson, where he lived. 
When Brents drove out there 
they knew nothing of the murder 
or of any trouble between the two 
men. It was late in the afternoon 
before the body was found. The 
killing had taken place in Reuben 
McGee's old pasture in a very 
out of the way place and away 
off from the road. The body had 
been moved about «tght feet from 
where he had fallen and evident- 
ly died, as a big pateh of bloody 
ground showed that he had lain 
there a long time. Foot prints 
led to a branch and indicated 
some one had washed their hands 
there. The shooting occurred 


within eight of Blakensbip's 
home. The body of the murder 
ed man laid near where he was 
plowing but Blankenship said he 
had not gone to it or notified 
Johnson's family. He skid hi 
told Melville he had found the 
body bnt that he had not gone to 
look for it. When asked by 
Brents why he had not notified 
the murdered man's family or 
caUed anyone to remove the body 
he gaye no reason.

The body as a wireless telegraph 


transmitter and receiver wa* recently 
displayed by Prof. OvihgUm, of Bos- 
ton. 
He per(or»eS a number of ex- 


periments with high potential and high 
frequency currents, substituting his as- 
sistant's body for the usual vertical 
conductor. The current from the ma- 
chine passed through the body, whence 
the energy was radiated as waves In 
the ether. 
The potential 
and fre- 


quency of the oscillations were much 
in escess of'those employed commer- 
cially, and hence the waves radiated 
were exceedingly short. It was Prof. 
Tommasini, of Geneva, who first dem- 
onstrated that the human body could 
be substituted- successfully 
for 
an 


aerial of the same length and ca- 
pacitly. 
It is not so good a con- 


ductor as are the metals, but this i$ 
offset by the fact that a currant of 
high frequency penetrates the skin by 
a small fraction of a millimeter.

LOW WAGES IN SAXONY. 


The Cost of Food la Generally Higher 


Than It Is in This 


Country. 


Coincident with the discussion of 


the wage question in the United States, 
Consul Pike, of Zittau, Saxony, writes 
that the wage conditions in his dis- 
trict would make those of the United 
States seem rather well off by com- 
paiison. The worst conditions are to 
be found In the Trzebirge district. In 
the lace, trimming, flower and top in- 
dustries. 
Although it is possible in 


some cases to find wages as high as 
seven cents an hour, the usual rate is 
2% cents, and there are many cases of 
half a cent and three-quarters being 
paid. The workshop is usually in the 
dwelling, and also constitutes the bed 
room and kitchen ot the family. 
The 


working hours in many cases amount 
to 90 hours a week, and every member 
of the family, fiorn the children to the 
told people, take part In the work. At 
|tne same time the cost of food is 
•higher, as a whole, than In the United 
(States. The following are some of the 
{retail prices: 
Beefsteak, 26 cents 
a 


pound; pork, 20 cents; bacon, 21; ham, 
29; veal, 19; mutton, 18, and butter, 
30 cents a pound, chickens, 59 cents 
each; eggs, 20 cents a dozen; milk, five 
cents a quart; tea, 48.95 cents, and cof- 
fee, 24.48 cents a pound; flour, $9 04 a 
barrel; apples, $1, and potatoes, 24 
cents a bushel. 


Amazing Marine Procession. 


The fleets of the world which roam 


the seven seas occasionally bunch up 
in some prominent port or passageway 
like the Suez canal and make an im- 
posing showing. But in point of mag- 
nitude almost any of these marine pro- 
cessions fall short of that unending 
commercial parade which Is forever 
steaming down the great lakes and 
through the canals. The Immensity of 
this traffic Is reflected in the official 
figures for April, 1906, for the "Soo" 
canal alone During the 30 days of last 
month 1,079 vessels of 2,006,640 tons 
net register and carrying

great highway. Nearly one-half of this 
traffic was Iron ore, with coal to the 
extent of about 650,000 tons second in 
prominence and grain and flour next 
ou the list.—Portland Oregonian.

THE PILLAGER INDIANS. 


Hereditary Home of a Tribe Who 


Trace Back Perhaps Twenty 


Centuries. 


A long, deep, clear and very cold 


body of water'called Brunslde lake, 
north of Lake Superlo-, near the Ca- 
nadian boundary, contains, 
among 


over 100 other beautiful Islands, a cer- 
tain sunny islet that is of great inter- 
est to the archaeologist, 


These islands and waters, writes 


Frank Abial Flower, in Records of the 
Past, constitute the hereditary home 
of the Pillager Indians, who are pa- 
gans. * * • One of these islands 
(known as Flower island) is, as it has 
been for generations, the seat of the 
Pillager kings. On it sleep, according 
to tribal tradition, over 50 successive 
Pillager rulers, the ancestors of the 
present chief or king, who, he says, 
must have reigned an average of 30 or 
40 years each, as he himself has been 
chief for more than half a century. 


Think of a dynasty extending over 


a period of perhaps 20 centuries! The 
more modern graves 
are carefully 


roofed with cedar bark, which, when 
kept dry and away from the earth, is 
almost imperishable The very ancient 
graves have been essentially obliter- 
ated by the ravages of the elements. 
At the head of each of the traceable 
graves Is carved the peculiar heraldic 
insignia of the king who sleeps be- 
neath, and above him are placed re- 
ceptacles for the mah-no-min (wild 
rice), fish, berries and other 
food 


which are brought annually by the re- 
lated members of the tribe to appease, 
as they suppose, the hunger of the de- 
parted. 


PERFUME MADE IN GERMANY 


Growth of Industry Makes That 


Country Rival of Franco 


and England. 


Vice Consul Fuller writes from Han- 


over that the German perfume indus- 
try is now one of the most important 
and successful in the world, rivaling 
that of France or England. He de- 
scribes it in the toll owing letter: 


Some of the biggest factories are in 


Leipslc, but Berlin, Carlsruhe and 
Hamburg are important centers of the 
trade. There has been a vast increase 
in the last few years In the diversity 
of essential oils produced from plants 
and 40 varieties of those plants are 
employed in the German factories, 
which use as well such pioducts of for- 
eign lands as nutmeg, cinnamon, cam- 
phor, balsams, pepper, musk and am- 
i>ergi is. 


The production of the essential oil 


Is expensive, ranging from about $227 
a pound downward, according to the 
scarcity of the oil in the plant. With 
fresh flowers the distillation takes 
place as near the place of picking as 
possible, as the fresher the products 
:he better. 
The stills contain about 


S.300 pound* of flowers and the neces- 
sary amount of water 
Great care Is 


:aken as to the amount of heat sup- 
jiied and to its regularity, the process 
jelng thoroughly controlled, an excel- 
ent product resulting.

DISEASE DEFINED BY ODOR 
Sense of Smell Belied Upon by Ex- 


perts to Determine Nature 


of Ailments. 


The acuteness of the sense ot smell 
is far greater in many of the lower an- 
imals, dogs, for example, than in man 
and they employ it in guiding them 
to their food, in warning them of ap- 
proaching danger and for other pur- 
poses, says the Spatula. The sphere 
of the susceptibility to various odors 
is more uniform and extended in man 
and tbe sense of smell is capable ol 
great cultivation. Like the other spe 
cial senses, it may be cultivated by 
attention and practice. 
Experts can 


discriminate qualities of wines, liquors, 
drugs, etc. Diseases have their char- 
acteristic odors. 


Persons who have visited many dif- 


ferent asylums for the insane recog- 
nize the same familiar odor of the in 
sane. It is not insane asylums alone, 
but prisons, jails, workhouses, armies 
in camp, churches, schools and nearly 
every household, that have character- 
ictic odors. It is when the insane, the 
prisoners and the soldier are aggre- 
gated in large groups or battalions 
that their characteristic odor is recog- 
nized. Most diseases have their char- 
acteristic odors and by the exercise of 
the sense of smell they could be utilized 
in different diagnosis. 


For example, fever has a mousy odor, 


rbeumatsm has a copious sour-smell- 
ing acid sweat. 
A person 
afflicted 


with pyaemia has a sweet nauseating 
breath. The rank, unbearable odor 
of pus from the middle ear tells the 
tale of the decay of osseous tissue. In 
scurvy the odor is putrid, in chronic 
peritonitis musky, in scrofula like 
stale beer, in intermittent fever like 
f-esh baked brown bread, In fever am 
monlacal, in hysteria like violets or 
pineapple. Measles, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever, epilepsy, phthisis, 
etc., 
have 


characteristic odors. 


ABLE TO FOOL THE SENSES 


Psychological Investigators Get Some 


Curious Results in Yale 


Experiments. 


Curiously Interesting results have 


been obtained by experiments on hallu- 
cinations of the senses at the Yale 
psycholoigcal laboratory. A person 
placed in a quiet room was asked to 
note the Intensity of a tone which 
would be sounded every time a tele- 
graph receiver clicked. At first the 
tone was actually produced, but after- 
ward, unknown to the person experi- 
mented on, the tone was omitted, while 
the clicking was regularly continued. 
Still the subject of the experiment be- 
lieved that he heard the tone as before 
with every click of the Instrument. 


Another 
experiment 
consisted 
in 


dropping a light pith ball on the hand 
of a person so placed that he could not 
see what was done. Bach fall of tho 
ball was timed to correspond with the 
sound regularly emitted by a nntro- 
nome. After a while the ball was no 
longer dropped, but tbe subject of the 
experiment continued to feel, or ima- 
gine that he felt, the touch of the ball 
at every sound from the metronome. 


In a third experiment a blue bead 


was placed in the center of a white 
ring and a person was requested to ap- 
proach the ring and note, by means of 
a tape measure at his side, the distance 
at which the bead first became visible 
to him 
Later the bead was secretly 


removed, but still on arriving at the 
previously determined distance 
the 


person believed that he saw the bead.

MIGRATION OF WILD CEESE 


How the Old Leader of a Flock 


Gathers It and Starts on 


Its Tourney. 


At tbe end of March or during the 


first week in April all the gray geese 
in the Outer Hebrides collect in one 
place before taking their departure for 
their nesting haunts within the Arctic 
circle. 


To estimate their numbers la Impos- 


sible, and to behold this vast con- 
course of geese as one of the sights of 
a lifetime. The vast host of birds 
stands packed together in a huge pha- 
lanx till the king of the graylegs starts 
the flight. As the old leader ascends a 
hundred thousand voices salute him, 
but none stirs till from overuead he 
gives the call for his subjects to fol- 
low him. 


Some fifty birds rise In the air and 


follow him, and as they go gradually 
assume the wedgellke formation, with 
three single birds in a string at the 
apex of the triangle, and in a few min- 
utes are out of sight. When they have 
been fairly started the king returns, 
and after a few minutes rest he rises 
into the air again, and thfe same pro- 
cess is gone through before he leads 
off another batch. 


Again and again he returns until all 


are gone but 300 old veterans, which 
rise to meet htm In the air as he flies 
back to them. Then, with their sov- 
ereign at their head, these also wing 
their way toward the pole not to re- 
turn until the follpwlng October. 


MEASURING DEPTH OF AIR 
Atmospheric Envelope of Earth De- 


termined by Interesting Scien- 


tific Observation. 


One hundred and 31 miles is the 


height of the atmosphere as measured 
by Prof. T. J. J. S«3, who determines 
the thickness of the air envelope by 
noting the difference between the time 
of sunset and the complete disappear- 
ance of blue from the sky. The mo- 
ment at which the blue changes into 
black can be observed 
quite 
easily 


with approximate certainty 
by the 


naked eye when the air is clear; and 
by trigonometry may be ascertained 
the distance below tbe horizon of the 
sun at the moment of change. By this 
means may be calculated the height of 
the smallest illuminated particles of 
oxygen and nitrogen which give to the 
sky its blueness of tint by tbe reflec- 
tion of the smallest wave lengths of 
the sun's light. The instant of change 
from blue to black is possibly a little 
difficult of exact observation, but tbf 
method is not more doubtful than that 
based in the observation of shooting 
stars. The shooting star method gives 
a result not greatly differing from the 
vanishing blue method. The former 
gives the height of the atmosphere at 
109 miles.

In being able to see the skeleton of a 
live person by Rontgen rays we have 
gone far to surmounting difficulties in 
making out the shadow of the eth- 
ereal body. A hazy, semi-transparent 
mass surrounds the bones in a skia- 
graph which seems to Invite definition 
by simple methods of research requir- 
ing little more than a better under- 
standing of the offices of the different 
rays of light to give us a glimpse of 
the man that survives the mortal case- 
ment. 
The ethereal body, erroneous- 


ly termed the soul, seems to be a com- 
pound of those electric corpuscles of 
which matter is supposed to consist, 
with the unknown principle of animal 
life, and it is obviously a connecting 
link between mind and matter. A dis- 
covery of this sort is calculated to rev- 
olutionize the mental sciences and cor. 
rect many erroneous ideas. It partic- 
ularly Is important to ascertain how 
the ethereal body acts during life. 
Many doubt the existence of any in- 
ner form of this kind. But it Is an 
established belief in the east, especial- 
ly in India, handed down from ancient 
days. It is difficult to see bow their 
knowledge could have been so com- 
plete, even including the fact that the 
ethereal body never grew old after 
attaining maturity, unless they had 
been able to catch sight of the Inner 
form.

children of six years dying with arter- 
iosclerosis and other signs of extreme 
age, says American Medicine. Even the 
very uncommon, but a much larger 
number of milder cases have so long 
been noted as to have given rise to tbe 
axiom that a man is as old as bia ar- 
teries. 
These cases 
deserve 
more 


thought than is given to them, not so 
much to discover cures as to prevent 
decay, and save* to society so many 
valuable lives which are now snuffed 
out in the middle age by diseases of 
the senile. There has been much wild 
speculation on the subject, chiefly in 
lay journals, and due, no doubt, to 
some more or less sensational investi- 
gations of Metchnikoff on the causes 
of normal senilty and the possibility 
of prolonging human life beyond tbe 
century mark. Yet it is a serious prob- 
lem and we should know what is the 
stimulus which makes one organism 
go through all its life changes In 50 
years, while another under apparently 
identical conditions lasts 
30 years 


longer.
